March is National Engineering 
Month: promoting the importance 
of engineering in every aspect of 
modern life, from roads to high rises 
to the development of alternative 
energy sources. 

But engineering month is also 
designed to encourage kids to real¬ 
ize that science can be fun. 

As part of National Engineering 
Monthh, the Ontario Association of 
Certified Engineering Technicians 


and Technologists (OACETT) and 
the Professional Engineers of 
Ontario (PEO) host competitions for 
school-aged kids, challenging them 
to build popsicle stick bridges, pop¬ 
sicle stick catapults and mini-wind 
turbines. 

The Simcoe-Muslcoka competi¬ 
tions were held at Nantyr Shores 
Secondary School in Alcona on 
March 29. 

Nearly 20 entries in the three cat¬ 
egories, although most of the teams 
participated in the popsicle stick 
bridge contest. 


Bridges were judged on design 
and strength. 

Each had to meet certain specifi¬ 
cations before being subjected to 
pressure on the official 'Bridge- 
Breaking Machine', operated by the 
students themselves. 

The winners were the 'Breakin' 
Builder' team from Forest Hill 
Public School in Midhurst. The 
bridge withstood an astonishing 700 
newtons of force: equal to 156 
pounds.

A new elementary school in south 
Alcona will be busy the day the 
doors open. 

Land for the new school was set 
aside after the Simcoe County Dis¬ 
trict School Board asked the Ontario 
Ministry of Education for funding 
last fall. 

The ministry's announcement 
Tuesday approving not only the new 
Alcona school south of the 7th Line 
off Webster Boulevard, but also an 
addition to Victoria Harbour Ele¬ 
mentary School, came as good news 
to Steve Parker, the board's manager 
of design and construction. 

"It's about the whole south end of 
the county. We're having a hard time 
keeping up with the growth. So yes, 
it's a good day,” Parker said. 

Standing beside the still mostly 
snow-covered approximately 7.8 
acres of land, new houses springing 
up in Alcona surround the site for 
the new school.

Board spokeswoman Alison 
LaMantia said Goodfellow Public 
School and Alcona Glen Elemen¬ 
tary are at capacity, and are cur¬ 
rently using portables for the extra 
students. 

“Goodfellow has 150 over capac¬ 
ity now/ 7 LaMantia said. 

There are six portables at Alcona 


Glen and another four at Goodfel¬ 
low. Alcona Glen has a capacity for 
621 but has 817 students, while 
Goodfellow has 656 students with a 
capacity of 509. Parker said the 
ministry will advise the board of 
their capacity allotments, and then 
they'll begin the design stage and 
obtaining permits from the Town of 
Innisfil. 


Although there are no firm open¬ 
ing dates, he hopes to begin build¬ 
ing next spring and open for fall 
2016. 

The Victoria Harbour school's 
expansion will include classrooms, 
but LaMantia said they also hope 
there's funding for a gymnasium 
and a library. 

The new Alliston Union school 


will be built along the same time 
frames, Parker said, and added con¬ 
struction of the new Chris Hadfield 
school will begin in Bradford next 
week. 

As Innisfil mom Kory Bell packed 
her two small children - as well as a 
neighbour's child - into her mini- 
van in Alcona, she said she was 
thrilled to hear of a new school for 


the small village that's tripled in 
size during the last two decades. 

“They'd be in a portable next year 
in Grade 3," she said, pointing to 
the two boys in the back seat. “I 
don't like portables. It's inconven¬ 
ient for them to use the washroom, 
and they feel like they're outside the 
school community in a portable. 
This will be good for them.”

Asked how much damage a cata¬ 
pult projectile made of plasticine 
and weighing only one to four 
grams could do, Ratajczak said with 
a wink, "You never know!" 

There were demonstrations of a 
3-D printer, plenty of prizes — 
including a Raspberry Pi mini¬ 
computer for the winner of a quiz 
— and free National Engineering 
Month T-shirts and Rubik's Cubes 
for all. 

And there was the hope that next 
year, even more kids will discover 
the fun of engineering.

Planning: working with architects and 
Town of Innisfil staff to come up with new 
models that express the local lifestyle, and 
developing a new marketing campaign that 
would focus on the release of 50 new single 
family lots on Saturday, March 29. 

"There has been a lot of anticipation," said 
the 34-year-old Pratt, but even he was sur¬ 
prised at the enthusiastic response. 

The first couple arrived nearly 48 hours 
before the official opening of the lot release 
and camped out at the model home to ensure 
they would get the lot they wanted. 

Ashley Chancey, of Richmond Hill and 
Carmine Iuliano of King City, arrived on 
Thursday. Staff were surprised to find them 
still there at 7 p.m. Thursday night and when 
they realized that the couple intended to 
camp out — swathed in blankets — 
responded by setting up a tent with a heater, 
and having someone on hand at all times to 
keep the model home open for bathroom 
breaks. 

Iuliano and Chancey first heard about the 
subdivision through word-of-mouth. One of 
Carmine's co-workers bought a Pratt home 
two years ago, and had been raving about the 
quality, the service and the community. 

"We came here and fell in love with this 
model home. We couldn't believe the loft 
upstairs," Iuliano said. 

They also fell in love with the lake, and the 
friendly small-town atmosphere of the com¬ 
munity. The couple has been "waiting 
patiently" since August, for a new release of 


lots and when they learned of the Saturday 
opening, decided to ensure they would be 
first in line to get the lot they wanted. 

They did. 

"We're exhausted, but happy," said Iuliano, 
after signing all the documents and confirm¬ 
ing a September 2015 closing for what 
Chancey called "our first and last home." The 
couple planned to celebrate with dinner and 
champagne but not before catching up on 
their sleep. 

After the first 11 hours, they weren't alone 
in their vigil. Jackie and Jeff Jones of Etobi¬ 
coke arrived at around 1 a.m. on Friday 
morning and were disappointed not to be 
first, but happy to get their second choice. 

And by 7 a.m. on Saturday — when the 
model home officially opened its doors and 
the sale began — there was a long line-up of 
potential buyers, and potential neighbours. 

"For a small community like Innisfil, it's 
awesome," said Pratt. 

He said that many of those who lined up 
and came through the doors had been 
referred by friends, attracted by reports of the 
company's focus on customer service, open 
floor plans, use of natural finishes, and the 
choice of detached, semi-detached and 
townhome options. 

By 4:26 p.m. on Saturday, only two town- 
houses and one semi were still unsold "and 
we have had an absolute crowd of people 
leave without buying" but asking to be put on 
a waiting list for the next release, Pratt said. 
"It was an absolute success: incredible!"

Season’s race dates announced for Georgian Downs

The Ontario government has pledged 
another $100 million to help save Ontario's 
horse-racing industry, up from the $400 mil¬ 
lion it committed to in October. 

The province's enhanced five-year plan will 
now provide up to $500 million to support the 
horse-racing industry. 

It includes increasing purses and race 
dates across the province, enhancing support 
for the province's racehorse breeders and 
integrating horse racing into the Ontario Lot¬ 
tery and Gaming Corporation's (OLG) mod¬ 
ernization plan. 

It's intended to encourage the creation of 
an alliance of innovative, leading standard- 
bred tracks as well as increase operational 
support for regional tracks. 

Ontario Horse Racing Industry Association 
(OHRIA) president Sue Leslie is hopeful the 
funding will have a positive effect on the 
industry. 

"OHRIA is relieved that funding is in place 
to begin stabilizing the industry. I'd like to 
thank Premier (Kathleen) Wynne for her 
direct involvement in making this happen," 
Leslie said. "The thousands of jobs associated 
with the horse-racing industry continue to be 
an important part of the social fabric of 
Ontario." 

The Ontario Racing Commission (ORC) 


announced its decision on Tuesday in regard 
to the race-date applications for nine stan¬ 
dardised racetracks. 

The ORC has announced the approved 
race dates for Georgian Downs along with 
Woodbine Racetrack, Mohawk Racetrack, 


The Raceway at Western Fair District, Flam- 
boro Downs, Grand River Raceway, Rideau 
Carleton Raceway, Clinton Raceway and 
Hanover Raceway. Georgian Downs will have 
40 dates — on Saturdays, Sundays and Tues¬ 
days — beginning Sunday, June 1 and ending 


Sunday, Aug. 31. 

That's a far cry from 130 race dates per 
season (at one point) to 96 in 2012, according 
to Barrie MPP Rod Jackson.

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Difficult 
to reduce 
this debt 

M uch has been made of the Fraser Institute's 

report on government debt, and especially its 
comparison between Ontario and California. 

California has been the poster boy for government 
debt since the 2008 financial meltdown, but America's 
most populous state looks rather good when compared 
to the likes of Ontario. 

According to the Fraser Institute, California's debt is 
only 7.6% when compared to its GDP, while Ontario's is 
41%. 

Moreover, California's gross per capita debt is worth 
$3,844, but Ontario's is five times that. 

One can accuse the conservative Fraser Institute of 
playing politics in its report, but facts are facts and 
debt is debt. California does have an enormous debt 
($144.8 billion), but it's much smaller than Ontario's 
($267.5 billion). 

But the litmus test appears to be the debt-to-GDP 
ratio. Most international economists agree that govern¬ 
ment debt should be no more than 25% of GDP. 

Our national debt is much higher - at 33% - and the 
federal government apparently has the goal of reduc¬ 
ing that ratio to 30% by 2015. Still not great, but a bit 
better. 

But Ontario's debt-to-GDP ratio stands at a danger¬ 
ous 41%. And it's doesn't appear that it will be improv¬ 
ing. Last year Queen's Parle spent $10.3 billion just to 
service the provincial debt - or 8.4% of the entire 
budget. 

Given Ontario's debt history, it's not likely that Pre¬ 
mier Kathleen Wynne's government will be reducing 
this monster anytime soon. 

Over the past 30 years, every government has con¬ 
tributed to this growing pile. 

When Premier William Davis left office in 1985, his 
Progressive Conservatives left behind a $31.5-billion 
debt. By the time Premier David Peterson left office in 
1990, the debt was $38.4 billion. 

There was an almost three-fold expansion of debt 
under the leadership of Premier Bob Rae. When he and 
his NDP left in 1995, the debt was $101.9 billion. 

By the time premiers Mike Harris and Ernie Eves and 
their Progressive Conservatives had vacated the gov¬ 
ernment in 2003, our provincial debt had climbed to 
$138.8 billion. 

It's more than doubled since then under McGuinty 
and Wynne - but they had help. 

It's easy to build debt. It's extraordinarily difficult to 
reduce it.

I am writing today to address the 
recent push by Ontario's convenience 
stores to have current Ontario alcohol 
laws changed to allow beer and wine to 
be sold in convenience stores.

We work together in unison to keep 
underage kids from getting alcohol. 

The Beer Store has spent over 87 years 
working with a mandate of responsible 
sale of beer, requesting over three mil¬ 
lion IDs (in 2013 alone) and helping to 
achieve Canada's lowest drinking and 
driving stats. 

Its 7,500-plus employees work as a 
team to give you our best daily. Nothing is 
ever perfect and I understand that, but 
our sole responsibility is beer. We don’t 
sell lottery tickets, energy drinks or 
tobacco. Our only job via retail is selling 
beer and recycling. 

The Ontario deposit return program 
ODRP program which was introduced a 
few years in conjunction with our empty 
return program has deferred billions of 
bottles from landfills. 

We have created a program that in turn 
will make our tomorrow better and 


reduce our collective carbon footprint. 

Let us also be mindful that this return 
program takes a massive burden off of the 
Ontario Blue box program and saves 
Ontarians tens of millions of dollars! 

From a business point of view, the 
recent comments of Ontario's conven¬ 
ience stores like to call The Beer Store an 
unfair monopoly that excludes local, 
small or craft brewers from selling their 
products. 

The Beer Store in Ontario currently 
carries 427 brands from more than 100 
different brewers, including many craft 
brewers. Our stores are open to any and 
all brewers from all over the world. 

With a strict brewer neutrality policy 
the playing field is equal. 

Once beer hits our stores we sell it, take 
back empties and deliver to over 15,000 
licensed establishments in our province. 
Our retail and logistics department take a 
backseat to no one. 

When I go to work in the morning I 
proudly wear The Beer Store uniform and 
in doing so I am mindful of our brewer 
neutrality policies. I work for 100-plus 
brewers and not three. 

The availability of beer and wine in 
convenience stores where it will not be as 
closely monitored or as responsibly dealt 
with is not something that I want my chil¬ 
dren or anyone's children exposed to. 
These stores already put cigarettes and 


energy drinks in far too many underage 
hands. I, for one do not want to see alco¬ 
hol added to this current situation. 

As I stated earlier social responsibility 
doesn't have a price tag. No monetary 
value can be put on the safety of our driv¬ 
ers on the road. We have the lowest drink¬ 
ing and driving statistics in our country 
and those numbers don't happen 
because of any sort of magic. 

I don't know why we destroy a system 
that is established for a new one with far 
too many negative consequences. 

Lastly and most importantly I am a 
father and a concerned one at that. My 
place of employment not withstanding 
this issue is close to my heart. I have a 14- 
year-old daughter and two step-children 
who I adore. 

Will they drink alcohol in high school? 

Yes! I am not foolish, as we all did at 
one point or another. We all had that 
friend who was a bit older that was will¬ 
ing to buy beer for minors. Having said all 
of that, do I want to make it easier for 
them to attain? As a father I definitely do 
not. This is a very serious issue that 
cannot be undone if it is started. 

Ontario, please govern yourself 
accordingly.

Types of common commercial 
transactions: 

• Credit card applications 

• Home purchase or sale 

• Purchase of motor vehicle / boat / 
snow mobile 

• Purchase of furniture/appliances 
Tips on protecting yourself in a 
commercial transaction: 

1. Understand in your own mind what 
it is that you are expecting to get 
from the transaction. 

2. Read carefully any agreement that 
you are required to sign. Do not take 
the word of any representative as 

to the contents or meaning of an 
agreement. 

3. Ask questions about the various 
provisions as often as necessary in 
order to satisfy yourself that you 
fully understand. 

4. Depending on the transaction, 
consult your lawyer before signing. 

5. Note in writing any objections 
that you may have to a particular 
provision in the agreement. 

6. As for amendments to the 
agreement, if you desire changes. 
Get them in writing. 

7. Obtain and keep in a safe place, 
a copy of any agreement you 
have signed. 

8. Do your research - compare prices, 
see what others in the market are 
offering before you make a decision. 
Make only an informed decision. 

9. Walk away if you are not fully 
satisfied or comfortable. 

10. Always ask about, clarify and get 
in writing any warranties that are 
applicable to the product being 
purchased. 

“No Interest until ..." 

Many companies, especially in the furniture 
and appliance industry, advertise “no 
interest until...” What does this mean? 
Most people believe it means that interest 
will not start to accrue until the advertised 
date. However, what it really means is 
that you will not pay interest until the 
advertised date. Therefore, if you do not 
pay for the items until after the date 
advertised (or if you have an outstanding 
balance) then all the interest, calculated 
from the date of purchase, will become 
payable.

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Feral cat colonies targeted in

Now that the Town of Innisfil has given the 
green light to the proposed 'Trap, 
Spay/Neuter and Release" program to deal 
with four of the municipality's feral cat 
colonies, it's largely a matter of logistics. 

Working together are Innisfil's animal con¬ 
trol officer Sherri Hall, who has volunteered 
her time and expertise, local veterinarians 
who have agreed to inoculate and spay or 
neuter the trapped cats and the volunteer 
organization, Feline Fix Feral Cat Program, 
which will be providing the boots on the 
ground. The town has committed $15,000 to 
the program. 

Feline Fix operates out of Barrie, where it 
has been voluntarily capturing feral — 
untamed, unsocialized, unwanted — cats 
and kittens, and paying for neutering and 
spaying out of donated funds. 

"We're trying to eliminate the reproduc¬ 
tion, reduce the number of cats in each 
colony," explained fanet Kemp, of Feline Fix, 
noting that without controls, "the average cat 
can birth 18 kittens in a year," although the 
average survival rate is only three out of 18. 

That still can mean an exponential growth 
in the number of cats living and breeding in 
the wild, but, Kemp said, "As quickly as it gets 
out of hand, it can get in hand." 

The plan is to live-trap the cats at colonies 
in Bell-Ewart, Alcona, Sandycove and Coolc- 
stown, and have them examined by a vet. 
Those that are healthy enough will be spayed 
or neutered. Those that are friendly will 
either be adopted out or found a new home 
through the 'Barn Buddies' program that 
pairs cats with farmers, businesses or indus¬ 
tries looking for a barn cat. 

The remainder — healthy, but too wild — 
will be returned to their colony. 

It's a process that, through attrition, will 
gradually reduce the number of wild cats 
while ensuring the population remains 
healthy. 


subdivision maximum

Sandy Trail Maple Lane subdivision was 
back before council on Wednesday night for a 
planning meeting to hear a zoning by-law 
amendment application. 

The current zoning for the 33-lot subdivi¬ 
sion in Alcona allows for a maximum lot cov¬ 
erage of 35%. The amendment would allow 
increased lot coverage for nine of the 33 new 
homes, ranging from 36% to 42%. 

Several neighbours opposed the increase, 
noting that more coverage could mean more 
flooding in an area already prone to prob¬ 
lems. 

The comments were echoed by Coun. Rod 
Boynton, who also worried about the preser¬ 
vation of the five-metre treed buffer required 
along the south border of the subdivision. 

"These houses are already going to have 
almost no backyard," he said, warning that 
new owners might be tempted to cut the trees 


To carry out its role on the larger scale — 
the Belle Ewart cat colony alone is estimated 
to have 50 cats and kittens living in the wild 
— Feline Fix wants to establish an Innisfil 
chapter and needs committed volunteers. 

Kemp is looking for people who can take 
on a variety of roles. 

- Feeders: to not only ensure that the cat 
colonies receive adequate nutrition but that 
any un-eaten food is removed and not left to 
attract vermin. 

- Feral colony keepers or caretakers: will 
monitor the colonies, watching for problems 
or new arrivals. 

- Volunteers to assist with trapping of feral 
cats and to help transport cats to and from 
the vet. Training will be offered to those who 


lot coverage 

to enlarge their backyard, even though tree 
preservation is registered on title. 

Boynton also took exception to the fact that 
Maple Lane was asking for the amendment 
after selling models that exceed the allowable 
coverage. "I'm having trouble with the fact 
that it was sold before. I just don't know why 
we're selling houses that aren't zoned prop¬ 
erly," he said. 

Planning staff noted that the town has 
approved coverage of up to 45% in other 
areas for bungalows. Setbacks and height 
provisions would not be impacted by the 
amendment. 

Senior planner Steve Montgomery also 
noted that the developer has an engineer's 
letter, advising that there is sufficient storm 
water management capacity to prevent the 
"insignificant" increase in coverage, from 35% 
to 42%, from causing additional flooding. 

The comments were referred to staff for 
review and a future recommendation to 
council.

be too ill to be spayed or neutered. 

"It's what's best for the cat," Kemp said. If 
there is hope of recovery, volunteers will 
foster or nurse the animal back to health. If 
the animal is suffering, it will be left to the vet 
to make the determination. 

The town's funding will not be used to 
spay/neuter or treat seriously ill cats, Hall 
said. Medical treatment above and beyond 
the program will be a matter for fundraising. 

Feline Fix is already fundraising for several 
Innisfil cats rescued from the feral colony in 
Belle Ewart. 

The group removed five, nine-week old kit¬ 
tens and five pregnant cats. One of the res¬ 
cues, Spooner', had to be treated for an 
infected bite to his leg;. The bill came to 
approximately $400. And finx, one of the 
pregnant females, required a C-section to 
deliver her kittens, resulting in another big 
bill. Feline Fix is working with King Street 
Animal Hospital in Barrie, and encourages 
donations to be sent to Dr. TJ. Kaloti. 

But once the Innisfil Trap/Neuter/Release 
program is underway, there will be a separate 
account in Innisfil. 

There are other 'asks' beyond volunteers, 
sponsors and funding. 

Feline Fix is looking for donations of both 
kitten food, and soft food, but the really big 
'ask' is a free, heated space that can serve as a 
recovery centre for trapped cats and kittens 
such as a warehouse, or heated garage that 
the group could use during the project at no 
cost. 

"If we had a bigger spot, we could do 
more," Kemp said. "If we could ask for the 
moon, that would be the moon." 

Hall compared the feral cat colonies to the 
illegal dumping of garbage. 

"It's no-one person's problem. It's a com¬ 
munity problem," she said, adding she has a 
warning for those who feed stray cats and kit¬ 
tens: "In the eyes of the law, if you feed it, it's 
yours."

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Provincial conservatives would ‘fix’ 
slots-at-racetracks program: Jackson

He said the abolishment of the the slots at 
racetracks agreement by the Liberal govern¬ 
ment wreaked havoc on the province's horse 
industry. 

The former agreement allowed slot 
machines into 18 racetracks that saw 10% of 
revenues going to the tracks, 10% to people in 
the horse industry, 5% to the host municipal¬ 
ity and 75% going to the government. 

The provincial Liberals later began calling 
the agreement a subsidy, something Brian 
Tropea, general manager of the Ontario Har¬ 
ness Horse Association, took exception to, 
saying the agreement was actually a windfall 


for the government, to the tune of approxi¬ 
mately $340 million a year. 

"The Liberal government pulled the plug 
on a successful slots-at-racetracks program in 
favour of building 29 new casinos across the 
province," Jackson said. "This ill-considered 
decision was made without any plan to tran¬ 
sition the industry to sustainability. It devas¬ 
tated the horse-racing industry, putting tens 
of thousands of jobs at risk. 

"A robust horse-racing industry is an 
essential component of Ontario's rural econ¬ 
omy," the MPP added. "It employs 60,000 
men and women, giving them work they love, 
and helps to sustain towns and rural commu¬ 
nities across the province." 


Jackson described the $100-million addi¬ 
tional pledge to the industry a pre-election 
ploy. 

"The current funding announcement is just 
another example of the Liberals bailing 
themselves out with taxpayer money on the 
eve of a possible election. A five-year roll-out 
of funds will not restore an industry that is 
suffering the fallout from bad Liberal policy 
today," he said. 

Jackson said Ontario Progressive Conser¬ 
vatives would put an immediate and perma¬ 
nent end to the Liberals' OLG modernization 
plan that would close down racetrack slots in 
favour of building new casinos in locations 
yet to be determined. 


"We would re-establish, but fix, a slots-at- 
racetracks program that will be transparent, 
accountable and affordable to the taxpayer," 
he said. 

"We can look to best practices in U.S. juris¬ 
dictions like New York and Pennsylvania as 
models and form public-private partnerships 
with businesses that know how to run slots 
and other games to increase the overall rev¬ 
enue that can be shared with the horse racing 
industry and taxpayers. 

"We should build off of what is already 
working and successful," Jackson said. "New 
gaming operations — like table games and 
sports betting — should go to racetracks, as 
opposed to building 29 new casinos."

Liberals pitch LCB0 Express Stores

Grocery shopping lists will 
soon read: bread, milk, beer and 
wine. 

On Tuesday, the Ontario gov¬ 
ernment announced it would be 
opening up the bidding process 
to allow large grocery stores to 
build mini liquor stores in their 
shops as early as this fall. 

"Ontarians have been asking 
for greater access and conven¬ 
ience to buy their favourite beer, 
bottle of win or spirit," Minister of 
Finance Charles Sousa said in a 
news release issued Tuesday. 
"These new Express Stores are a 


way to balance that convenience 
with social responsibility while 
further supporting our local 
industries." 

Yet, several shoppers at a local 
Zehrs grocery store in Barrie 
didn't seem too enthused about 
the increased availability of alco¬ 
hol in food stores. 

"It's just so American, isn't it?" 
asked Lynne Aslcey, as she 
pushed her cart towards the 
corral. "I don't drink and I don't 
disapprove of it, but we've been 
fine all along the way they are, 
haven't we?" 

And, John, who asked his last 
name not be used, said once the 
small liquor stores open up in a 


few grocery stores, it won't be 
long before every store has them. 

"I'd just as soon they didn't. It's 
not so bad at first blush, but it's a 
slippery slope," he said. 

LCBO stated they asked 7.8 
million people for proof of identi¬ 
fication and/or intoxication in 
2012-13 and 322,000 were 
refused service in that time 
frame. 

The total estimated value of 
Ontario's beverage alcohol 
market in those two years was 
$10 billion. 

"We are pleased to be moving 
forward with the Express Store 
pilot concept," Bob Peter, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of LCBO, said in 


the statement. 

"This innovative addition to 
our expanding store network will 
enhance our ability to provide 
one-stop, responsible alcohol 
service in more Ontario commu¬ 
nities." 

The LCBO issued the request 
for proposals (RFPs) Tuesday for 
an additional seven Express 
LCBO store across the province. 

Phase one of the RFP has been 
issued for Ottawa, Toronto East, 
Toronto West, Mississauga, 
London, Virgil and Thorold. A 
second RFP will be issued seek¬ 
ing responses in additional areas. 

The deadline for submissions 
is May 9.

Those with Autism Spectrum Disorder may 
exhibit difficulty with language, problems 
with socialization and repetitive behaviours.

Noseworthy, after struggling to find 
Zachary the intensive therapies he needed to 
help him through school, now faces a new 
challenge.

and adults, coping with autism. 

"They need structure, when they finish 
school," she said.

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Town moves ahead with 
Cookstown Heritage 
Conservation District 


Innisfil s tourism partners gearing 
up for another summer season

Innisfil now has its first Heritage Conserva¬ 
tion District encompassing most of the village 
of Cookstown. 

By-laws approved in council on Wednes¬ 
day night not only designate the Heritage 
Conservation District, but a smaller Commu¬ 
nity Improvement Plan Area that will be eligi¬ 
ble for a suite of grants and incentives to sup¬ 
port the preservation of the village's built her¬ 
itage. 

But the designation was nearly delayed and 
deferred when Deputy Mayor Dan Davidson 
put forward a motion calling for the Cook¬ 
stown Heritage Conservation District to be 
reconsidered. 

His motion came after several impassioned 
statements in open forum from Cookstown 
residents opposed to the designation. 

Angela Cristini, who has opposed designa¬ 
tion at all of the various public meetings — 
formal and informal — called it an assault on 
property rights. 

"It seems everybody already had their deci¬ 
sion made before," she said, claiming that the 
town was ignoring a large number of people 
who are opposed to designation. "We're not 
saying heritage designation is a bad thing, 
just that we'd like choice, and you're not 
giving us that choice." 

"I don't feel that we really have been lis¬ 
tened to," said Marg Hambly, noting that her 
family had invested a great deal of money in 
buildings within the downtown core of the 
village. "I really resent the fact that those 
rights are being taken from me." 

Doug Brown, a Cookstown resident for 48 
years, told council, "Apparently you people 
can come along and tell us what we can do 
with our home. I'm here to voice my displeas¬ 
ure." 

And Mike Brown (no relation), 
noted,"People have spent a lot of money 
making these homes look good, without any¬ 
body telling them to do it. Frankly, I don't 
know why we need this." 

The Heritage Conservation District places 
restrictions on the exterior renovations of 
buildings identified as of significant histori¬ 
cal, design or 'contextual' value, classified in 
categories 'A' and 'B'. Owners of buildings in 
those categories are required to follow guide¬ 
lines to preserve the character of their build¬ 
ings and check with town staff by obtaining a 
Heritage Alteration Permit at no cost if exte¬ 
rior alterations are planned. 

However, buildings not deemed of histori¬ 
cal value, interior renovations, general main¬ 
tenance and driveway repairs — and exterior 
alterations not visible from the street — are 
all exempt from the controls. 

The heritage conservation district by-law 
was developed after more than a year of 
public meetings and consultation.

Ward Coun. Lynn Dollin said that while she 
appreciated the passionate comments on 
both sides, "as HCDs go, this one is fairly 
mild," with flexible standards. 

She promised that if, once the HCD is in 
place, there is any proof that it is hurting resi¬ 
dents, "I will bring forward a motion to repeal 
this." 

But in committee of the whole, Davidson 
suggested reviewing and revising the Her¬ 
itage Conservation District, limiting the des¬ 
ignation only to those buildings in category A 
within in the downtown core. 

"I can't be the person that forces people to 
do something they don't want to do," he said, 
calling for deferral of the decision, and recon¬ 
sideration of the boundaries. "I think there 
has to be a little bit of leeway. I can't see rush¬ 
ing this through." 

Director of development Don Eastwood 
warned that if changes were proposed to the 
Heritage Conservation District at this point, 
"it would be probably appropriate to have 
another round of public consultation." 

Dollin suggested that "people have polar¬ 
ized on this issue," and that further consulta¬ 
tion was not likely to change their minds. 

Coun. Rod Boynton was opposed sending 
the plans back to staff "at this late stage. Hon¬ 
estly, I'm kind of shocked here. Were we all at 
those meetings or were we not? 

"There's been extensive work done. It's not 
that we're pushing this through. We've 
already seen the bulldozers push through," 
he said, referring to the loss of several historic 
buildings in Innisfil that were in the way of 
development. 

Davidson's motion was defeated 5-2 and 
the by-laws designating the Cookstown Her¬ 
itage Conservation District and Community 
Improvement Plan Area were approved, 5-2. 

There was acknowledgement that it isn't 
enough to designate a Cookstown Heritage 
Conservation District, but that the town 
should also be actively investing in the com¬ 
munity. "There's no question in my mind that 
everybody who lives in Cookstown, loves 
Cookstown," said Dollin. "To get buy-in from 
everybody in the community, the town has to 
step up," addressing deficiencies in the roads 
and sidewalks, and investing in beautifica¬ 
tion. 

Coun. Doug Lougheed agreed. 

"The option is do nothing, and I don't think 
it's acceptable." 

An HCD is recognition that "you've got 
something special down there. It's not about 
taking (rights) away," he said.
